SOLDIERS SUMMIT 


Soldiers Summit is the only town in Wasatch County 
which does not lie in the Provo Valley. It was named 
for soldiers of Johnston’s Army, some of whom are said 
to have died and been buried on the top of the pass be- 
tween the Colorado Basin and the Great Basin. The 
town at one time was the center of Denver & Rio Grande 
railroad shop activity, but since the withdrawal of the 
shops most of the homes were torn down.
